common Fate of Scholars, without much Wealth ; bur 
his great love for Learning comforted him in the midlt - 
of all his Troubles : Having made ſome progreſs therein 
under ſeveral Maſters, he advanced: the ſame conſider- 
ably in the Academy of Moxtaubarn, and having apply-. 
ed himſelf unto the ſtudy of Divinity under Mefſheurs: 
Charles, and Garriſoles, eminent Profeſſors, who alſo had 
at the ſame time the famous Monſieur C/azad to be their 
Pupil, in a ſhort time he there made ſo-great a progreſs 
in his ſtudies,that he was judged worthy of tire Miniſtry - 
He was accordingly admitted betimes,and by the Synod 
of Guyer, ſent unto a little Church, called Pozjols : He 
had ſcarce been there one year , but the Gentlemen of 
the Church of Rome oppoſed his Miniſtry, which oblig- 
ed him to make a Journey to Pars: He there became 
accquainted with Meflieurs Le Fauchewr, and M:frezat ; 
who from that very time propheſi'd very advantagiouſly 
of him. He preached at Charantoz with great Succeſs, 
and was ſo well approved by the late lady Dutcheſs of 
Tremouile,that ſhe deſired he might be {ek dat the Church 
of Vitryin Britany, where ſhe commonly made her re- 
ſidence. For ſeveral reaſons he conſented unto the de-. 
mands of this Princeſs, and went to Yitry, where he 
tiv'd 26 years, ſo confin'd unto his Cloſet, that he there- 
in ſpent 14 or 15 hotirs each day. 

The world ſoon became ſenſible of his great induſtry, 
by a Treatiſe which Monſieur L”ARRO@VUE publiſhed 
againſt a Miniſter, who having chang'd his Religion, 
cauſed to be Printed the: motives which induced him 
thereunto. By this Anſwer it was ſeen the Author had 
already attained great knowledge in Antiquity, joyned 
with a very ſolid and: clear way of reaſoning , which 
was ever the charatter of the- late Monſieur LU AR- 
RO:QUES Genius.Some years after,/ci/. 1nthe year 1665, 
he made a very learned Anſwer unto the Book of the 


Office of the holy Sacrament, written by the TO 
QI 
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of Port Royal, wherein he ſhewed unto thoſe Illuſtrious 
Friars, that = had alledged and tranſlated the paſſages 
of Antient Fathers, either very negligently, or very 
fallly. His Hiſtory of the EUCHARIST (which may 
well be term'd his Moe) appeared four years at- 
ter, and did fully manifeſt the merits of this Excellent 
Perſon. Having compos'd ſo many Learn'd Volums, 
the Proteſtants of Paris, looked upon him as a Subjeft 
very worthy of their choice, and reſolved to eſtabliſh 
himin the midſt of them; this honeſt deſign had been 
accompliſh'd, had not his credit, and adhering unto the 
Intereſts of two Illuſtrious Perſons, whole names are ſuf-

former. As he was preparing to-enter upon 1t, the In- 
tendant of the Province appear'd againſt it, for what rea- 
ſon is not known. The Confiſtory of the Church of Sa. 
mur usd ſuch Arguments toremove this Oppoſition, that 
in fine it was removed. Nevertheleſs Monſieur L* 4R- 
ROgUE thought it not convenient to accept the offer, be. 
ing lo advis'd by Monſieur Conrart, for whom he had a 
fi.gular kindneſs, who repreſented unto him, that the 
Intendant would always: bear him a grudge, and- that 
therefore it would not be fafe to be under his power. 

The Counſel of this incomparable Friend induced. Mon- 
ſieur LLARROSVE to incline unto other offers, made un- 
to him at that time from divers places. The Church of 
Montauban , that of Bourdeaux, and that of Rover de- 
fir'd to have him for their Miniſter ; he preferrd the lat- 
ter before the two others, by the advice of Friends, he 
accordingly went to Rover,.there to Exerciſe his Mi- 
niſtry, and there *twas that improving the rare Talents 
that God had endowed him with, he labour'd until his 
Death in the converſion of Souls, and in explaining the 
holy Scriptures with indefatigable diligenee and Induſt- 
ry. Roven was a place very convenient for ſuch a per- 
ibn, for *tis a City abounding with great wits, and well 
furniſh'd with good Libraries: He there acquired a 
great reputation amongſt the learned Men, even of the 
Contrary party 3 And the Hluftrious Monſieur Bigor, at 
whoſe Houſe they Aſſemble once a week, and entertain 
curious and learned diſcourſe, was very well pltas'd to 
have Monfieur ?ARROQUE of the number, who alſo 
went unto their Aſſembly, where his profound Kaow- 
ledg in Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, was much admired and 
efteem'd by them all, 

A little after his coming to Rovey, Monſieur David, fo 
well known amongſt the learnedtor his great Literature , 
and by his conteſts with Meſheurs de Marca, Juftel, and 
de Lainay, carped at him about one of the two _ 
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Diſſertations which he publiſh'd in the year 1670. and 
dedicated unto [Vionſieur d* Amproux, Councellor in the 
Parliament of Paris, whoſe Wit, Probity and Learning are 
eſtecm'd by all who know him. Monſieur LU 4R- 
RC QUE had refuted the Opinion of Father Peras,.touch- 
ing the time of the Birth and Condemnation of the 
Hiſtory of Photiz, His Reaſons appeared very ſolid un« 


' to a great _ but Monſieur David, who otherways 


was well fatish'd Father Petau*'s Epoch was wrong, 
fanci'd that Monſieur 2? ARROQUE had not fufficiently 
refuted it, therefore took occaſion ro write againſt him, 
which was the cauſe of Monſieur L*ARROQUES reply, 
which he dedicated unto Monſieur Conxrart, an.intimate 
Friend to them both. 

Since which time this tearned Miniſter hath publiſh 
divers excellent Treatiles on ſeveral SubjeCts. - He wrote 
one,intituled,Conſiderations upon the Nature of the Church ; 
Another much larger, wherein he ſhews the conformit 


of the Diſcipline of the Proteſtants of Frazce , with | 


Another in Latin, in 
defence of the-Sentiments of Monſteur Die touching 
St. Tenatius his Letters,and the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions, 
Engliſh Doctors.

as hath been ſeen by a Manuſcript Copy found near

But how great an Idea ſoever the printed Works of the 

late Monfieur L'ARRO@UE gives us of thegreatnels and 
ExaQneſs of his Wiſdom, it may be termed but ſmall, 
in compariſon of what would have been ſeen if God had 
been pleas'd to have ſpared him to finiſh what he had 
begun ; he being efteemed oneof the fitteſt men of France 
to compoſe an Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory , all his Friends in- 
treated him ts ſet about ir, and accordingly he labour'd 
effeCtually therein with all diligence ; He intended to 
have publiſhed one Volume every year, and to have 
joyned thereunto ſundry diflertations, which would e- 
qually have demonſtrated his ſincerity and his learning ; 
He had carry'd on his work but unto the middle of the 
fourth Century, which 1s the only thing the publick will 
not loſe of ſo vaſt and rich a Structure. There was alſo 
found amongſt his Papers a very exact Treariſe of the 
Regale, wherein he proves, that the Kings of Fraxce ſince 
Clovis, had this Right over all the Cathedral Churches 
in their Kingdom. This with ſome other ſmall Tracts, 
which this [[[uſtrious perſon had fini{h'd before his Death, 
may make a compleat Volume ; Monſieur L' AKRO@UE 
the worthy Son of {ſuch a Father, will be caretul of com- 
municating them unto the World. 

But he confines not himſelf only thereunto, he pro- 
miſeth alſo an Exact ColleQion of all the Diſſertations 
which he hath found in the Hiſtory of the firſt 350 years 
of the Church, and he intends to publiſh them in Latin, 
tor the benefit of Strangers. Every body will be glad 
tro hear this News, eſpecially if we add ſomwhat touch- 
ing the particulars of this Collection.

He had a Soul ſo ſincere as 1s ſcarcely to be found in this 
Ave ; he without envy beheld the merits of other learned 
perſons , and eſteemed their good qualities; he was a 
creat and ſtri&t obſerver of Diſcipline, and contented 
nor himſelf to declaim in the Pulpit againſt Vice 1n ge- 


neral, but perſecuted it 1n all places,running the hazard cf

which held him ten Months, after his being call'd to 
Sanmur ; 1 ſay he would neither diſcontinue the Duties of 
his Miniſtry, nor thoſeof his ſtudies,although the Phyſi- 
tians told him, that a diſtemper which often had fits of 
'36 hours would not be removed , if he did not give 
himſelf ſome repoſe. The Troubles of the Churches .of 
France theſe laſt years, were incomparably more grievous 
unto him, than any particular Aﬀfictions unto his own
